THE ASTROLOGER. A Satirical 
Novel. By Béward Hyams. Long- 
mans. Green. London. pp.3. 9 6.

! wifl not say thet I was en- 
tirely disappointed. but I was 
rot as satisfied as I had hoped 
to be 

This story of a young 
methermatician who, by pure 
ly mathematica! means, is able 
to foretell future events, be- 
gins somewhat slowly and 
stolidly. When it eventually 
gets into stride it makes up 
for its. first crawl but with 
almost too much vigour. Mr 
Iivams igs not content. with 
keeping th his subject, he 
satirizes everything and every - 
body and ones @paction is, 
1 fear. that here is a writer 
who is too clever by half. He 
ssmply cannot contro) his own 
cieverness 

tiowever, Mr. Hyams, knock 
ing out in all directions, more 
often than not gives a slap 
vhere a slap is well deserv 
ea We live.in an age so nu! 
litied by vulgarity. lack . of 
“landaras and fear of the 
future, that there are precious 
fow things that are not now 
open to satire. The troub’e 
rere is that when so much .is 
involved we terid to regard 
the whol thing as slap-stick 
nc leave it at that
